the children of the people. Loyal men and 
freedmen listened approvingly to these 
words; and it is due to those who did not 
approve to state that no groan, hiss, or dis- 
respectful or unkind word fell upon my ear 
at any meeting I addressed. Not accus- 
tomed to free speech, accustomed only to 
hear one side—the side of slavery, secession, 
rebellion, and civil war—these men listened 
with: respectful attention, often with deep 
interest, to the presentation of truths antag- 
onistic to all their cherished convictions. 
Surely, free speech in the rebel states, if not 
a “fixed fact,” isin process of achievement. 

Never was there a grander field for labor 
than the rebel states now present. The 
people are poor indeed. My ear was 
pained, my soul was made sick, with the re- 
ports of losses of property and of suffering. 
Gen, Sickles told me that there were 80,000 
suits pending in the courts of North Caro- 
lina and South Carolina, and Gen. Pope 
thought there were nearly, as many in 
Georgia and Alabama. . The people of those 
states need capital, . Money is loaned there 
at ruinous rates, They need not only the 
fostering care. of the Government, but the 
charitable action of the people, to relieve 
their misfortunes and sufferings, and to aid 
their educational and religious institutions. 
These people have sinned against their 
country, and against man, as no people have 
sinned for ages; but they have brought 
down upon themselves terrible punishments. 





They are our countrymen, are. to be with us 
and of us; and, though they continue to say 
and do weak and foolish things, we can af- 
ford in the hour of our complete triumphs— 
not only of arms, but ideas—to labor for 
their good, though our labors may be re-

PROF. HOPPIN ON OLD ENGLAND. 
BY REV. DR. W. 1. BUDINGTON. 


Pror. Horr has laid the American and 
Christian public under great obligation by 
his book on Old England. It is a most 
readable volume, and at the same time 
most valuable. He has contrived to blend 
most happily together the useful and the 
sweet. In a style remarkable for purity 
and graceful flexibility, he has given a vast 
amount of information upon the great 
themes of his book, the Scenery, Art, and 
People of England. He is never tedious 
—just touches many subjects, sketches 
most, but suggests more than he’ says, and 
seems imbued with the very spirit and 
flavor of the men and things among which 
he moves. The effect of his book is like 
the companionship of a scholarly and 
Christian traveler. It is not a book of 
travels, properly so called; but the thought- 
ful and careful reproduction of the impres- 
sions of travel, after the trivial has been 
forgotten, the superficial has floated off, and 
the great facts, material and spiritual, re- 
main in the setting which subsequent reflec- 
tion has given them. The: book, too, is 
needed. It. is designed to influence’ our 
countrymen who go abroad “ tospend more 
time in England than they are commonly 
inclined to do, and to see that country more 
thoroughly, instead of making it a stepping- 
stone to the Continent.” Americans cannot 
make a greater mistake than ‘this, With- 
out denying in the least the distinctive at- 
tractions of Continental Europe ; the fascin- 
ations of the French capital; the magnifi- 
cence of Swiss scenery ;.the loveliness of 
the Austrian Tyrol, and of beautiful, historic 
Italy, we do not hesitate to say that the 
British Isles present to the American traveler 
More numerous and powerful attractions 
than all the rest of Europe. We know this is 
very wide of the common belief, especially 
of our young countrymen, who rush through 
England as if there were little tosee till 
they reach Paris.

How much this large average of loyalty 
among the Southern graduates of West 
Point was due to West Point influence is 
proved by the fact that out of over two 
hundred Southerners who were officers in 
the regular army, but not West Point grad- 
uates, not half a dozen remained loyal! 
Such figures as these need no comment. Of 
the 490 West Point graduates from non- 
slaveholding states, fifteen took up arms 
on the side of the rebels, and four more 
were known to sympathize with secession. 
In 1861 there were in the regular army 
1,200 officers. At the end of the war 181 of 
them were dead; 500 had been severely 
wounded and in hospitals—many of these 
have since died in consequence of their 
wounds; more than one out of two killed 
or wounded. Truly this is a remarkable 
record to be made of men in whom “ moral 
nature” had been “withered” by “entire 
devotion to scientific studies,” in whose 
minds “ every noble and generous aspira- 
tion” had been “ repressed,” and to whom 
“ disloyalty” had been “ actually tanghe”

SOMERSET HOUSE. 

- ANY one who has stood on either London 
or Waterloo Bridge, looking up and down 
the muddy and crowded Thames, must be 
familiar with the external appearance of 
Somerset House. Of all the buildings that 
attract the eye.in that quarter it is the most 
conspicuous and perhaps the most interest- 
Ing. Historical associations crowd upon 
the mind in connection with this building. 
First comes the unfortunate duke whose 
name it perpetuates, and of whose ambition 
It remains a striking and warning monu- 
ment; then there rises before the mind the 
Image of his more-to-be-pitied, because in- 
nocent, victim, Lady Jane Grey, the ten- 
flays Queen of England. Later on, and 
Somerset House becomes a royal _pal- 
Ace, and Charles I. and his French wife 
hold their court there, and afford-a tem- 
porary shelter to the queen’s unfortunaté 
mother—Mary of Medicis. Still later on, 
during the early days of. the reign of 
Charles II., we find Pepys recording in his 
diary the fact of having been with his wife 
to see the widowed qucen-mother dine in 
state in this same Somerset House. The 
once beautiful and brilliant Henrietta has 
become a shriveled and insignificant-look- 
ing old woman, and Pepys relates with his 
usual naiveté his surprise at finding royalty 
&o like ordinary flesh and blood. 

We might trace the history of this place 
through many and yaried scenes, in which 
George III. and his large, ill-disciplined 
family could be made to play a part; but 
the object of this sketch is of a different 
nature. We Americans are not worshipers 
of royalty; and the time is not far distant 
when the heirs of the British throne will 
have to show some stronger claim. to popu- 
dar admiration than the.mere. accident: of 
Sheir birth, if they would retain: their hold 
on the people whom they have been so long 
yupposed to be born to govern, I had.often 
seen Somerset House in my childhood, and 
listened with delight to my mother’s stories

Interesting as he was in 
this light, filial love was not his chief vir- 
tue; his love for his mother was only @ re- 
flection of his stronger love to Christ. 

After that first visit, many were the hours 
I spent in Somerset House, and ample op- 
portunities were afforded me for knowing 
its inmates. One of the most interesting 
engagements I ever had in London was the 
monthly prayer-meeting held there. The 
attendance was. strictly by invitation, and 
there you were sure to meet the highest- 
toned and most spiritually-minded of metro- 
politan Christians. An élegant meal was 
always provided, and Willie and his mother 
did the honors with royal grace and liber- 
ality. There-was no stiffness or formality; 
free. conversation ‘prévdiled until the hour 
fixed for the actual religious service, and 

then who that was ever there can forget 
the inimitable manner in wliich this young 
man, and younger Christian, conducted it? 
So perfectly freé from egotism’ that one 
scarcely thought’ of him, though he freely 
spoke of his own experiefice; so gentle in 
his guidance of the meeting that you hardly 
suspected any hand to be holding the reins» 
yet so firm in his touch that the whole eve- 
ning shaped itself easily and naturally after 
his programme, ministers of various de- 
nominations, officers of the army, ladies of 
rank and refinement—almost without excep- 
tion older than himself—all coveted an invi- 
tation to this young man’s Christian soirée, 
and went away refreshed and grateful. 
Was it surprising that the mother, less of 
@ saint than her son, should have looked on 
him with a slight glow of pride? 

Nor was it the educated and refined only 
that rejoiced in the influences emanating 
from Somerset House. Who does not know 
that all around that ancient palace seethes 
some of the scum of London society ? Who 
does not know that the elegant theater 
known by the name 6f Drury Lane, and fre- 
quented nightly by the aristocracy of Eng- 
land, isin the very heart of some of the vilest 
haunts of vile, filthy London? Here there 
was work in abundance for Willie, right at 
his own door ; and with a princely spirit he 
set about it. 

What most men would have thought im- 
possible to be done, except with the assist- 
ance of others, he did with his own hands 
and his own purse. A room was hired, and 
neatly furnished as a mission-room ; a Bible- 
woman was engaged, and placed under his 
mother’s superintendence; and a series of 
meetings arranged and regularly conducted 
by Willie himself, who became the self-con- 
stituted rector of Drury Lane. There, where 
vice and wretchedness had long held un- 
disputed sway, he introduced a new element 
of light, and love, and hope; and I dare not 
attempt to say how many perishing ones 
were rescued from the pit of destruction. 
Body and soul were alike cared for ; and 
two of the pleasantest excursions I ever 
made were when, with Willie and his 
mother, I drove, with 150 of these Drury 
Laners, fifteen miles out of Lon@on. 

Can I ever forget how the cliildren 
rushed at the first piece of grass they saw, 
and how impossible it was to make them 
move while a single daisy remained un- 
gathered; and how the women stood gaz- 
ing at a garden-plot, and called me to settle 
the disputed point as to whether those were 
potatoes growing? Alas! poor women. 
Many of them told me they had never seen 
the green fields before; never before tray- 
eled'so far from the crowded alley in which 
they were born. All this time Willie was 
Gividing himself among his guests, with as 
much politeness and care as if they had 
been the children of Queen Victoria her- 
self, Ah, he knew well what he was about: 

they were the children of a far greater than 
she, and he remembered it. 

After they had taken their fill of Nature, 
and had been provided with ample refresh- 
ment, then came the moral and spiritual 
feast; and Miss Marsh, the well-known 
friend of the British navy, came by ap- 
pointment and spoke to these poor souls 
from her favorite text, “God 80 loved the 
world ;” and they listened, aye, and they 
believed too, and the big tears rolled from 
many aneye that had been wont to weep 
only over the brutal treatment of a drunken 
husband or the wail of famishing children. 


And now the mail from the other side of 


the Atlantic brings me tidings that the light 
of Drury Lane is quenched, and the widow 
sits childless and alone in Somerset House. 
Must I weep, Willie; mustI weep? Yes, 
but not for thee ; only for that lonely woman 
who is quickening her steps to follow thee, 
and for those poor orphaned souls in Drury 
Lane!

THE QUESTION OF AMUSEMENTS. 
BY J. L. JENKINS. 


A NUMBER of worthy gentlemen, mostly 
clergymen, have been recently amusing 
themselves and others by writing on the 
subject of amusements, In their sermons 
and essays they protest vigorously against 
some actual or fancied ecclesiastical prohi- 
bitions of these popular diversions, and con- 
tend earnestly for an enlarged liberty of 
fun and frolic. Iam not aware that there 
has been a universal, or even partial, con- 
demnation by the church of popular 


may have prohibited certain practices sup- 
posed to be objectionable. Probably all 
that is meant by the assertion that certain 
amusements have been forbidden by the 
church is that the prevailing sentiment 
among Christians has been against rather 
than in favor of them. 

Thus far the advocates for endorsing and 
popularizing certain debateable practices 
have had it publicly all their own way. 
And as regards the perpetuation of the 
games dear to childhood and youth, and 
the introduction of many new ones of the 
same innocent and sportive character, 
hearty approval can be the only intelligent 
sentiment. And yet it seems thata great 
and: harmful fallacy runs through all the 
arguments hitherto advanced for enlarging 
the sphere of approved pastimes. Some 
discriminations at least are certainly needed 
upon this subject. 

To begin at the beginning, the assertion 
that amusement is the irrepressible demand 
of all stages of human life is quite too broad 
an assumption, unless we consider with 
Pope that “ beads and prayer-books are the 
toys of age.” It may. be the undecaying 
want of frivolous minds, but happily all are 
not thus constituted. That amusement is the 
indispensable need ‘of early life the innum- 


erable which are the spontaneous 
ou! c ood and youth area 
suffici f d illustration. And 
with thy growth of our nature 


every genial heart will sympathize. It 

may be safely granted that men need some 

variation of thought, some ‘recreation of 
mind and body, in the maturer stages of 
life. But is there not a sufficient range of 
these that are wholly unexceptionable? 

We may walk through fields and wood- 

lands, and drive through country and parks. 

We have shooting, and fishing, and bathing, 

and rowing, and skating. We havegames 

of ball, and cricket, and croquet, and chess, 

and checkers, and: a dozen more. Besides, 

there are new candidates for similar orders 

appearing every day. Really, the world is 

not on short rations, on mere hard-tack, in 

respect to unquestionable amusements. And 

let any one enter into the spirit of the pas- 

times of “ field, fell, and flood” with Chris- 

topher North, and he will not feel a morbid 

longing for greasy cards and sweaty 

waltzes. 

Or there is a higher range of recreation. 

There is a class of minds and a kind of cul- 

ture that can be sufficiently amused by quiet 

observations in the field of natural science— 

in gathering and arranging illustrations of 
botany, geology, and the animal life of the 

globe. Or, in a different mental mood, they 

may find pleasing and healthgiving associ- 

ation with the great masters of “wit and 

social eloquence.” 

The earnest essayist of the Young Men’s 

International Association tells us that 

}amusement, like wisdom, holds in her right 

hand length of days. I think that Conaro 

attributed his fine old age—one hundred 

and four years—to a considerate breaking 

off from a somewhat free course of youthful 

amusements.. Rowland Hill’s only diver- 

sion ‘was tinkering old clocks; ‘and yet, Dr. 

Sprague tells us that at eighty-four he 
preached with all the fervor and force of 
middle life. 

It, would be. difficult to prove that John 
Wesley, Father Waldo, and many similar 
persons, died prematurely for the want of 
saltatory exercise, or any similar abstinence, 
It is probably not true that the Quakers, 
who indulge somewhat sparingly in amuse- 
ments, in consequence of this neglect, die 
either earlier or harder than the average hu- 
manity. It-would be difficult to explain 
how, on physiological principles, cards, bil- 
liards, or dancing, which, asa rule, are con- 
tinued through the hours of the night till 
utter exhaustion overtakes the devotees, are 
conducive to health and long life, to say 
nothing of morals. . In short, it: cannot be 
abs@lutely necessary, in order to attain: a 
good and respectable old age to be riggish or 


Jiggish. 

But—my guide, philosopher, and friend 
interposes—-these diversions must be used 
with moderation. Very good; but when 
people are bent on being amused they do 
not ask the white cravats, or anybody else, 
when and where to stop. :

Just as 
many and as good argumentscan be urged 
in favor of the latter as the former. 

It is still said in favor of dancing, just as 
though the argument were new, that it im- 
Proves the manner, and gives grace and 
ease to the bearing and movement, Is this 
true? Do ball-room manners furnish the 
model of the highest social culture? .On 
the contrary, the manners of the dancing- 
master have passed into common proverb 
as the type of affectation and artificiality. 
Wesley objects to the Letters of Chesterfield 
that they inculcate the “manners of the 
dancing-master and the morals of the rake.” 
It is said that billiards are not ‘only highly 
exhilarating, but that they cultivate the 
mathematical faculty. It may be; and yet, 
if Euclid cannot do anything for a rising 
young man, it is slightly doubtful whether 
billiards can. A practical example, too, has 
been given us. A worn-out college pro- 
fessor took to billiards to obviate stagnation 
of blood, and not ‘only got relief, but act- 
ually passed through the whole without 
experiencing any moral defection! Hence 
billiards may be recommended to young 
men whose principles and characters are 
still immature. That is a sort of logic not 
provided for in any one of the eight judg- 
ments of Hamilton. 

It is said in favor of these amusements 
that-they are not sinful in themselves, but 
have been made so to some extent by their 
associations ; and we have only to separate 
them from bad. company, and everything 
instantly becomes right. Is the philosophy 
of sin and reform’as near the surface as 
this? Do not our social reformers know 
that association is the deepest and most in- 
fallible of all the laws of mind? Logic 
may hit or miss, but the law of association 
is inflexible and unchanging. 

This law was first announced by Augus- 
tiné, and is fully developed by Hamilton. 
Itis this; Thoughts (or things) that have co- 
evisted wre afterward associated. The close- 
ness of this association will of course de- 
pend upon the intimacy and length of: the 
coexistence. The practices under consid- 
eration have been long and intimately asso- 
ciated with dissipation, gambling, and many 
other forms of vice ; and no ecclesiastical 
whitewashing can make them clean. In 
games of cards’ and billiards you cannot 
conceal from young persons the fact that 
these have long been and are long likely to 
be the instruments of the most desperate 
vices. The consciousness that they are 
using the implements and language of 
gambling dens cannot by any casuistry be 
made elevating. This familiarity with the 
thoughts and images of great and wide- 
spread vices forms a natural and easy intro- 
duction to them. 

Vice is a monster of so hateful mien 

That to be hated needs but to be seen; 
When seen too oft, familiar with her face, 
We first endure, then pity, then embrace, 

One writer upon the subject says that the 
church ‘fnust regulate amusements. Now 
this would bea great undertaking. Amuse- 
ments regulated would not be amusements. 
Our children overlook the gymnastic ar- 
rangements prepared for then, and create 
their own gymnastics by climbing trees, slid- 
ing down roofs, and turning summersets 
into mud-puddles. And all persons, young 
and old, when bent on amusement, incline 
very dedffledly to choose their own time 
and manner. 

Another essayist goes still further, and 
says thatthe church must furnish amuse- 
ments. This is a heayy demand indeed. 
Deacon Jones and I don’t feel able, however 
much wegwould wish it, to get up a ball on 
religioug,,‘inciples, for the moral ~ 
ment e parish: 

The church might possibly, in conjunc- 
tion with the Bible Society, give every hope- 
ful and rising young mana pack of satin 
cards, as a proof of their solicitude for his 
spiritual welfare; and it. would doubtless 
make a strong impression upon him. But, 
with all its educational and missionary en- 
terprises on hand, it could not well do more 
than this, It could not think of competing 
with the old and established firms in the 
manufacture of billiard-tables ; and, as for 
opening a capacious hall and hiring a com- 
petent dancing-master in every town, it 
would cost three times as much as it would 
to keep up the church and pay the minister. 
It might be done in cities ; butin country 
places it is out of the question. 

Seriously, the whole range of amuse- 
ments have taken careof themselves hereto- 
fore, and seem quite likely to in the future ; 
and with that I shall be well satisfied— 
whether others are or not.

While the 
twelve battles are judiciously selected, and 
described with artistic skill, the moral 
power that made them decisive as a whole 
isbut ‘alluded to as of secondary impor- 
tance. The man is not fit to write history

Yet one 
can read this book without ‘learning that 
the proclamation of Mr. Lincoln bore such 
fruit, or that a single black man was en- 
rolled as a soldier, or died upon the field of 
battle. 

Thus the grandest pictures of the: war are 
hidden. .The lines, black of visage but 
gleaming with patriot steel, that rose be- 
fore the armies of the traitor to paralyze 
his hopes, just when he imagined that the 
North had called out all its strength, and 
that the field was his own if he could but 
bide his time patiently, finds no mention at 
the hands of our historian. The “ vision” 
of liberty that became with the people a 
creed as simple and earnest as that of the 
early Christians, and therefore as victorious, 
enters not into his category of the elements 
of decisiveness. He portrays with power 
the storm of patriot warfare, rising in intens- 
ity until it culminated in the long death- 
gtapple from the Wilderness to Five Forks; 
but the breath of the great popular heart 
that fanned itinto @ whirlwind of victory 
is unrecorded here. Thus the key-note to 
the persistent courage of the Union soldier 
is unheard; and campaigns are weighed in 
the balance of numbers and skill alone. 
Neither the living soldier, nor the friends of 
our dead heroes, will be content with this. 
They demand that “the American War of 
Insurrection” (as Mr. Swinton daintily 
styles it) shall be more plainly treated of as 
a rebellion. 

The battle-scenes are well painted, the 
figures of the leading actors artistically in- 
troduced, and the volume deserves a prom- 
inent place as a book of interest and refer- 
ence. Nevertheless, it is not history. 


AMUSEMENT A FORCE IN CHRISTIAN TRAINING. 
Four Discourses. By Rav. Marvin R. Vin- 
CENT, Pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Chureh, Troy, N. ¥. Pp. 140. Wm. H 
Young, Troy, N. Y 
The Christian mind is being stirred to the 

bottom upon the ethics of recreation in these 
latter days. Hitherto, the utterances of re- 
ligious teachers on the qnestion, from the 
pulpit and through the press, have been al- 
most exclusively of a denunciatory charac- 
ter. Artificial partitions have been at- 
tempted to divide the church from the 
world, constructed not of the broad princi- 
ples of Christ, but of the “ mint, annise, and 
cummin” of ecclesiastical legislation. Oc- 
casionally a hint toward a healthy liberal- 
ism has emanated from the sacred desk, 
which has generally had the effect of rais- 
ing a cry of alarm from the pious, But in 
the publication of this and similar treatises 
we think we see the dawning of a new dis- 
pensation. Christian teachers are beginning 
to think that the world is to be conquered 
by some novel appliances; and, however 
delicate and difficult the problem of pre- 
scribing the ethical limits of amusement, 
we are glad that certain adventurous think- 
ers, of unquestionable standing on the 
score of Christian character, are daring to 
attempt it. 

@Mr. Vincent’s little book bears the im- 
‘press of a bold yet considerate and devout 
mind. He is no trimmer to the ear- 
nal maxims of ungodliness. He abates 
nothing of the high and solemn legislation 
ofthe Gospel code. And yetis he an icono- 
clast in the realm of gloomy asceticism. 
He handles its dogmas without gloves. He 
tears down its sophistical logic with merci- 
lesssarcasm. He almost forces it to laugh at 
itself when looking into the mirror of truth. 
Those who look into his book for a solution 
of all the casuistries surrounding the ques- 
tion; of amusement will be disappointed. 
He essays no dictation to the: individual 
conscience. He ordains himself no inter- 
preter of times and circumstances. But he 
uncovers great basal principles of life and 
rectitude, which are well worth considering 
by all classes, whether in the church or out 
of it. The frivolous will find no pretext ‘in 
his liberalism for soul-destroying license; 
and the monks who sit in harsh judgment 
upon the elastic blood of youth will, at least, 
be tempted by his logic to inquire whether 
they had not better relax their frowns just a 
little, and make a friendly compromise with 
the mirthful instincts of human nature. At 
the present stage of Christian thought on 
this perplexed question, we dare not predict 
for this honest little book a universal appro- 
bation; yet we are sure that itis destined 
to accomplish a useful mission.

Their fathers approved the match; but at 

their death, Helge and Halfdan, brothers of 

Ingeborg, delayed fulfilling the promise of 

their sire. Ingeborg was sent to the Temple 

of Balder, while Frithiof went to claim 
tribute from Augautyr, king of the Farves, 
as the price of her hand. Returning, after 
many dangers and delays, he found Inge- 

‘porg treacherously given in marriage to 

King Ring. In revenge, he hurled the 

tribute-money at the head of Helge, in the 

temple of Balder, slaying his foe and burn- 
ing the shrine of the god. Thus made an 
outcast, he sought the seas as a viking, 
and made his name a terror, until love drew 
him in disguise to the court of Ring and 
Ingeborg. Here temptation came to put 
him to full proof. Twice the hero rose 
above the tempter and saved the life of the 
old monarch, who, dying, left to him the re- 
gency of the kingdom and his wife. Before 
claiming his bride, Frithiof rebuilt the Tem- 
ple of Balder, and became reconciled to 

Halfdan his enemy. 

The ancient-Saga of Frithiof is bold and 
barbaric, as befits its Icelandic origin. In 
the hands of Bishop Tegnér the legend be- 
comes a lyrical-:poem of wonderful fresh- 
ness and beauty. It has been Christianized 
without being modernized, for Balder the 
White is the typical Christ of the Norse- 
man’s tradition.

Declining to enter into 
an elaborate defense of the minor ahd con- 
tested points of theology, as held by the 
different churches and sects of Christendom, 
he has confinéd himself to the creed—the 
universal faith held alike by Romanist and 
Calvinist. Though some of his Presbyterian 
friends may feel disappointed at not being 
called upon to wander in the pleasant by- 
paths of predestination and imputed sin, yet 
the church ‘universal is greatly the gainer,

THE SEACOAST OF PALESTINE— 
JAFFA TO DOR. 


BY REV. W. W. PATTON, D.D., CHICAGO, ILL. 


: WE desired to make our tour as complete 
s possible within the time allotted, and so 
roncluded to take a return trip to Beirfit 
along the seacoast, from Jaffa northward. 
The road from Jerusalem to Jaffa is often 
declared to be uninteresting ; but it was not 
to tous. We enjoyed the increasing green 
of the mountains caused by the growth of 
grass as the rainy season advanced, and the 
variety of travelers we met or overtook on 
this busy route; as also the change from 
the mountains to the plain of Sharon, over 
which I had a most inspiring gallop ahead 
of the party to Ramleh, where we pitched 
our camp. Here isa tall Saracenic tower, 
from which one hasan extensive view of 
the fertile plain from the seashore to the 
mountains. We saw, in crossing it, none 
of “ Sharon’s dewy roses ;” perhaps because 
they were out of season—only we failed 
also to observe any rose-bushes, The next 
morning, as we road away,@ company: of 
lepers stood begging by the wayside. One 
had lost all the fingers on both hands by the 
disease, and held up the stumps of arms to 
move our pity.

This, in the time of Christ and the Apostles, 
was the metropolis: of Palestine, made such 
by its founder, Herod the Great, who built 
it with magnificence, after the Grecian and 
Roman model, with theaters, temples, aque- 
ducts, palaces, and-a marvelous harbor, 
created in the sea by two moles, constructed 
in a massive manner and at great expense. 
The city abounded in fine statuary also. 
Hither Philip and his daughters came and 
labored, and .was followed: by Peter,.who 
here baptized Cornelius, and opened the 
church to the Gentiles. .Here, too, the lesser 
Herod died;“‘ eaten of worms,” for assuming 
divine honors, Then Paul arrived as a pris- 


make ‘Felix tremble, and Agrippa, either 
seriously, or as a banter necessary to ward 
off the arrows of truth, exclaim, “ Almost 
thou persuadest meto be a Christian:” and 
from this port, constructed with such skill, 
the heroic Apostle set sail for Rome. Does 
any one inquire afterits present population ? 
It has none. Not :asoul lives there. The 
extensive ‘ruins line the shore and project 
into the sea ; but silence reigns, and perpetual 
desolation. Occasionally a shepherd drives 
his flock past. the foundations of proud 
palaces, or a Bedowin dashes up in 
haste to see if he can find a defenseless 
victim. The traces of the city are to 
be seen over a large surface, consisting of 
heaps of hewn stones and remnants of the 
walls of later times, with broken. columns 
of granite and sienite. Three of these meas- 
ure nearly nine feet ‘in diameter, and there 
isa single block of sienite thirty-four feet 
long. But at the water’s edge one sees still 
more plainly the grandeur that once was, 
in the huge stones that remain of the an- 
cient moles, and the columns that lie thick- 
ly scattered in and near the water. We 
remained gazing long at these tokens of 
vanished glory, until our dragoman remind- 
ed us that we still had hours of travel before 
the day’s work was done. Just as we 
passed from the ruins we came to two 
fishermen, who were roving along the 
shore with their circular hand-nets to en- 
snare their prey; and we paused a while to 
watch their mode of operation. They 
wore only a long. shirt; and they crept 
stealthily along the rocks, to see if any fish 
were at their base. Suddenly one of them 
threw his net. It spread out circularly and 
sank straight down. In an instant he was 
stripped, and dove headlong after it, and 
came up and went down once or twice, 
gathering together the net at the bottom. 
Then he crept up the rocks, bringing three 
fine fish, of excellent size and quality—of 
which I speak intelligently, as our drago- 
man immediately purchased the largest, 
which a few hours after made the second 
course at our dinner. We followed the 
beach, and in about three hours were at 
Tanturah—the ancient Dor—where our 
tents awaited us. On looking over the 
shells which I had picked up, I counted 
twenty-eight varieties. We saw, also, dur- 


out among the guins of Dor, which consist

from a steamer which had brought them 
from the Black Sea. They were mostly 
persons in very humble circumstances, and 
varried with them, as they journeyed on 
foot or with a donkey, their cooking uten- 
sils. As we turned up the seacoast from 
Jaffa, we visited the new American colony , 
in the outskirts. 1t numbers about 150 per- 
sons, who have twelve or fifteen frame 
houses nearly completed, which wear the 
semblance of a New England village. They 
look well to the eye, but will prove to be 
veritable ovens for heat when the summer 
arrives. The enterprise is semi-religious 
and semi-speculative. The colonisis are 
from the State of Maine, understhe leader- 
ship of a Rev. Mr. Adams and his wife, who 
teach, I am told, a kind of Campbellite doc- 
trine of the regeneration which goes with 
Immersion, and claim to be the only true 
thurch of Christ, and God’s modern spirit- 
al Israel. They have partly purchased 
and partly leased land to cultivate ; and, as 


they use American plows, will no doubt ‘The Children’s Column. 


taise large crops, provided the Bedowin do 
not plunder them. They also talk of estab- 
lishing a hotel and running a line of coaches 
to the foot of the mountains, for Jerusalem. 
.We heard from persons in the colony that 
much discontent exists already ; partly be- 
vause of several deaths which have occurred 
from the climate during the two and a half 
months since their landing, dnd partly 
because Mr. Adams, the leader, who has 
their money, is charged with deceiving 
them, and not fulfilling his contracts made 
before sailing. We judged that many 
would be glad to return to America, if they 





on the coast. I saw where they had dug 
down eight or ten feet, beside the wall of an 
ancient house, and had brought up and 
piled for removal nicely-squared stones. 
This explains the disappearance of many 
cities of the Old World. The newer cities 
are built from the ruins. The square stones 
are built into the walls of other houses, the 
columns go to adorn public edifices, and 
smaller fragments are burned into lime. 
We saw men breaking up the grand old 
blocks at Baalbek to make lime :for.use in 
the modern city; and everywhere through 
the country stone hgvels and more preten- 
tious houses showed in their structure the 
fragments plundered in this way, and re- 
vealing their origin by their incongruous 
forms and carving. In two letters more I 
shall conclude the account of my observa- 
tions in the Holy Land, for my tour draws 
rapidly to a close.
